Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 2, 3, 5, 7, and 8 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement for reason for allowance: 

5. Claim 3 is allowable over the prior art of record since the cited references taken 
individually or in combination fails to particularly disclose the frequencv-of- 
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transmission monitoring circuit and any corresponding steps set forth by these 
limitations . It is noted that the closest prior art, Schuster et al. (US 6,483,600) 
discloses a system for communicating a facsimile reliably in real-time comprising a 
facsimile receiver, a facsimile sender, a facsimile modulation detector, a V.21 
demodulator/modulator, and an I/O controller. However, Schuster et al. fails to disclose 
or render obvious the above underlined limitations as claimed. 

5. Claim 7 is allowable over the prior art of record since the cited references taken 
individually or in combination fails to particularly disclose determining among the 
newly fed coded data designated bv serial numbers, the coded data with a last 
serial number and the coded data with an oldest serial number having been sent 
in a continuous sequence up to said data with said last serial number to be the 
subject coded data. It is noted that the closest prior art, Schuster et al. (US 6,483,600) 
discloses a method for communicating a facsimile reliably in real-time comprising a 
facsimile receiver, a facsimile sender, a facsimile modulation detector, a V.21 
demodulator/modulator, and an I/O controller. However, Schuster et al. fails to disclose 
or render obvious the above underlined limitations as claimed.
